1 . Applicant argues that Bahl does not teach claims 1 3,21 ,23 because the "key" of Bahl is not an 
authentication response that includes items (i) and (ii) of claims 13,21,23. 

In reply, Firstly Applicant argues that the authentication response mentioned in the claims "include" items (i) 
and (ii). It is noted that the features upon which applicant relies (i.e., "includes") are not recited in the rejected 
claim(s). Although the claims are interpreted in light of the specification, limitations from the specification are not 
read into the claims. See In re Van Geuns, 988 F.2d 1181, 26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993). The claims only 
mention the limitation "provides" which allows for the broad interpretation as mentioned in the Final Action of 
1 1/15/2006. Secondly, even if the word "includes" was used in the claims instead of the word "provides", 
Examiner maintains that the claim would still be broad enough to read on the "key" of Bahl since the "key" is what 
permits user access.
